Mr. President: 

I am directed to inform the vSenate that the House have on 
their part, adopted a joint resolution providing for a joint special 
committee on Revision of the Laws; 

In the adoption o£ which the concurrence of the Senate is re- 
quested. 

Joint resolution from the House as follows: 

Risolrrrf by the Sciialc and House of Representatives, That 
a special joint committee of five Senators and five Representa- 
tives be appointed by the presiding officers of the respective 
Houses, to whom shall be referred the report of tiie Commis- 
sioners appointed to prepare and submit a revision of the Laws 
of 'the State; and that such committee be authorized to employ 
one or more Clerks, whose compensation shall be fixed by said 
committee, with the approval of the Governor. 

Which was read, and the question being, shall the joint I'es- 
olution be adopted in concurrence? Mr. Darling moved that 
the Senate propose to the House to amend the same by striking 
out the word ''live," in the first line thereof, and inserting in 
lieu thereof the word three; 

Which was disagreed to; 

And the question recurring-, shall the joint resolution be ado])t- 
ed in concurrence ? On motion of Mr. Plumley, the same was 
ordered to lie. 

The committee appointed under resolution offered by Mr. 
Dale, appeared at the bar of the Senate accompanied by His 
Honor, Zophar ^I. Mansur, who took and subscribed the oath 
of office required by the constitution, and upon taking the chair, 
addressed the Senate as follows : 

Senators: 

Allow me, on this my hrst opportunity, to publicly thank the 
freemen of the State, for the great honor conferred in electing 
me to the important office which I am about to assume. 

I undertake the performance of the duties of this high office, 

mindful of my inexperience, and that I shall need that forbear- 
ance, born of the chanty that covers a multitude of mistakes. 

This, I feel you will accord me to the extent deserved. 
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It would be idle for me, at this time, to make any extended 

suggestions to yon who have had so much legislative experience, 
and are the worthy representatives of an intelligent people, a 
people who retain, more than those ot any other state, the prin- 
ciples which guided the Puritans, and which have been such po- 
tent factors for good in shaping, not only the legislation of the 
New England States, but of the whole country. 

Matters of great importance pertaining to our public schools, 
elections, highways, and state institutions, will engage your 
attention. The consideration of the report of the commission 
to revise the statutes will require careful consideration and much 
labor. In the interest of economy and in order to expedite the 
business of the session, I would recommend that a special joint 
committee on revision of the statutes be created. 

In these distressing times, brought about by the mistaken 
policy of the party in power in our land, the burdens < of the 
people by way of taxation, should be made as light as possible. 

The strictest economy, consistent with a wise administration of 
State affairs should be observed. Guided by the most perfect 

constitution of any State, and with numerous precedents estab- 
lished by our predecessors, many of them \vho have achieved , 
not onl}'' a national, but a world-wide reputation, and with 
hearty co-operation on the part of all, let us ho]:)e that the work 
of this session, may be such as to meet the approbation of all 
good citizens of the State. 

For myself, I promise you to the best of my ability, to ad- 
minister the duties of Presiding Officer in accordance with the 
letter and spirit of the oath which I have just taken. Again be- 
speaking your consideration and forbearance, I now await your 
pleasure. 

Mr. Lyman moved that when the Senate adjourned, it be to 
meet at nine o'clock to-morrow morning;

The committee on joint rules beg leave to report, recommend- 
ing the adoption of the following as the 



JOINT RULES 



OF THE 



SENATE AND HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 



I. 

A jomt assembly shall be formed by a union of the Senate 
and House of Representatives in the hall of the latter, at such 
time and for such specific purpose only as may be expressed in 
a concurrent resolution of both Houses; and may adjourn from 
time to time during the session of the general assembly. The 
. President of the Senate shall in all cases preside over, and the 
Secretary of State, or in his absence the Secretary of the Senate, 
shall officiate as clerk; and the rules of the Senate, as far as 
applicable, shall be observed in regulating the proceedings of 
every joint assembly. 

2. 

The proceedings of every joint assembly, including the reso- 
lution ordering the same, shall be recorded by the Clerk in a 
book kept for that purpose, which shall be preserved in the 
office of the Secretary of State, a copy of which shall be 
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fiirnished to the Governor by the Secretary of State, and shal 
also be published with the journal of the proceedings of the 
Senate. 

At the commeDcement of each session the following joint 
standing committee, consisting of three Senators and three 
Representatives, shall be appointed by the presiding officers of 
the two Houses, respectfully, to wit ; 

A Committee on Joint Rules. 

Also the following jomt standing committees, to consist of 
three Senators and five Representatives, to wit : 

A C'onimittee on the Library. 

A Committee on the House of Correction. 

A Committee on the Reform School. 

A Committee on Game and Fisheries. 

A Committee on State and Court Expenses. 
A Committee on Temperance. 

' A Committee on Immigration, and Industrial Interests. 

4. 

A joint committee of three Senators and three Representatives 
shall be appointed by the presiding officers of the two Houses, 
respectively, to whom ma}- be referred all documents transmit- 
ted by the Governor for the use of the general assembly, who 
shall report thereon to that House from which they were re- 
ceived. 

5- 

The committee of the Senate and House of Representatives, 
to whom the same subject matter shall have been referred, 
may, for the purpose of facilitating business, meet together as a 
joint committee, and niake a joint or separate report to either 
or both Houses, as they may think expedient. 

6. 

In every case ot disagreetnent between the Senate and House 
of Representatives, if either shall request a conference and 
appoint a committee for that purpose, and the other House 
shall also appoint a committee on its part, such committees 
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shall meet at a convenient hour, to be agreed upon by their 
chairmen, in the conference-room, and state to each other, 
verbally or in writing, the reasons or each House for its vote on 
the subject matter of disagreement, confer freely thereon, and 
make a report of their doings to their respective Houses as soon 
as may be. 

7. 

Committees of conference shall consist of an equal number 
from each House, and shall return the papers referred to them 
to that House which last voted upon the subject matter of dis- 
agreement. The report of the committee of conference cannot 
be amended or altered^ as that of other committees may be. In 
all cases of conference asked after a vote of disagreement, the 
conferees of the House asking it are to leave the papers with 
the conferees of the other. 

8. 

After each House shall have adhered to the vote of disagree- 
ment, a bill or resolution shall be lost. 



When the bills and resolutions are on their passage between 
the two Houses, they shall be verified by the attestation 
of the Secretary or Clerk of each, Hotise, respectively, and all 
bills, after their third reading has been ordered, and before 
being read the third time, shall be duly engrossed, if the House 
in which they originated so order; and all joint resolutions shall 
be fairly engrossed, after their passage in the House in which 
they originated, and shall, when finally passed, be signed by the 
presiding ofl&cers of both Houses, in the same manner as bills. 

lO. 

When a bill or resolution which shall have passed one House, 
is rejected in the other, notice thereof shall be given to the 

House in which the same shall have passed; and all such reject- 
ed bills or resolutions, with the accompanying papers, shall be 
returned to and left in the ciistody of the House which first act- 
ed on them. 

XI. 

Each House shall transmit to the other, all papers on which 
any bill or resolution shall be founded; and should any bill or 
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resolution pass both Houses, the same papers shall be delivered 
to the Governor. 

12*. 

No bill which shall have passed one House, siiall be sent for 
concurrence to the other on the last day of the session. 

13. 

A two-thirds vote of all present shaU be required for the sus- 
pension of any joint rule. ' 

14. 

No bills, except such as may be reported from the several 
committees, shall be introduced into either the Senate or House 
of Representatives after the first day of November next, except 
by consent of two-thirds of the Senators or members present, 
and all referred bills must be reported by the committee having 
them in charge, within fifteen days thereafter, unless otherwise 
ordered by a vote of the Senate or House. 

' .IS. 

No corporation bill shall be introduced into either House if 
the subject matter thereof can be incorporated under the laws 
of the State ; provided, however, bills to amend existing charters 
are hereby excepted.

RULES AND ORDERS OF THE SENATE. 



1. 

The credentials of Senators shall be presented to the Secfe- 
tary or Assistant Secretary previous to ten o'clock on the 
morning of the first Wednesday of October, at which time the 

Senate shall be called tn order. The names of the Senators 
shall be called, and when a quorum shall have taken their 

seats, they shall take the following oath, viz: ** I, , 

Senator of the County of , in the State of Vermont, Octo- 
ber Session, lii — , do solemnly swear that I will be faithful and 
true to the State of Vermont, and that I will not, directly or 
indirectly, do any act or thin^ injurious to the constitution or 
government thereof as established by convention. So help me 
God. And I also solemnly swear that, as a member of this 
Senate, I will not propose or assent to any bill, vote or resolu- 
tion which shall appear to me injurious to the people, nor do or 
consent to any act or thing whatever that shall have a tendency 
to lessen or abridge their rights and privileges, as declared by 
the Constitution of this State; but will in all things conduct 
myself as a faithful, honest representative and guardian of the 
people, according to the best of my judgment and abilities. So 
help me God. And I also solemnly swear (or affirm) that I did 
not at the time of my election to this body, and that I do not 
now, hold any office of profit or trust under the authority of 
Congress. So help me God." Whereupon, they shall, on 
nomination of the President, appoint a Canvassing CoDimittee^ 
consisting of one Senator from each county, to join such com- 
mittee as the House of Represeniaiives may appoint, whose 
duty shall be to receive, sort and count the votes for Governor, 
Lieutenant Governor, Treasurer, Secretary of State, and 
Auditor of Accounts; and shall, in like manner, appoint a com- 
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mittee of one Senator firom each county to join such committee 

as the House of Representatives may appoint, whose duty shall 
be to canvass the votes for county and probate oflicers, and 
make report thereof to the joint assembly of both Houses. 

2. 

The Senate shall forthwith proceed to elect, by ballot, a 
Secretary, and President pro tempore, who shall be severally 
sworn to the faithful discharge of their duties, and shall hold 
their offices until superseded by a new election. The President 
pro tempore SO elected shall preside in the absence of the 
President.

The Senate shall meet every day (Sundays excepted) at ten 
o'clock in the morning, and at two o'clock in the afternoon, un- 
less otherwise specially ordered. 
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6. 

The President having taken the chair, and a quorum ]"*Ling 
present, the journal of the preceding day shall be read, and all 
errors therein corrected. 

6. 

In case no quorum shall assemble within fifteen minutes after 
the time to which the Senate was adjourned, those present shall 
have the power to send the Sergeant-at-Arms, or other officer, 
after the absentees, and compel their attendance. 

7. 

Whenever the Senate shall assemble, according to adjourn- 
ment, or at the commencement of a session, and the President 
and President pro tempore shall be absent, it shall be the duty of 
the SecreUry, if present, if not, of a Senator to call to order; 
and the Senators present, if a quorum, shall by ballot elect a 
President pro tempore, who shall preside until the return of the 
President or the President pro tempore named in Rule 3. 

. 8. 

No Senator shall be absent without leave, unless he is sick, 
or otherwise necessarily detained. 

9. 

No Senator shall audibly speak to another, or otherwise inter- 
rupt the business of the Senate, while the journal or other pub- 
lic papers are being read, or while a Senator is orderly speaking 
in debate. 

10. ' 

Every Senator, when he speaks, shall, standin^^ in his place, 
address the President, and when he has finished shall sit down. 

11. 

No Senator shall speak more than twice on the same question, 
without leave of the Senate; and Senators who have once spoken, 
shall not ai^ain be entitled to the lioor (except for the purpose of 
expiaiiaLion), to the exclusion of another who has not spoken. 
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12. 

In all cases, the Senator first arising and addressing the Presi- 
dent (subject to the restriction of Rule ii) shall be entitled to 
the floor, and when two or more arise at the same time, the 
President shall name the one who is to speak. 

13. 

When a Senator shall be called to order he shall sit down; and 
every question of order shall be decided by the President with- 
out debate, subject to an appeal to the Senate. 

14. 

If a Senator be called to order for words spoken, the excep- 
tional words shall be immediately taken down in writing by the 
Senator calling to order, that the President may be better en- 
abled to judge of the matter. 

15. 

The first hour of each morning-'s sitting may be devoted to 
the reception and disposal of petitions, memorials and remon- 
strances, motions, resolutions, and the introduction of bills; after 
which the orders of the day, or other proper business, shall be 
announced, always commencing with the unfinished business of 
the last atting. The first hour of the afternoon's sitting may be 
occupied in receiving and disposing of reports of committees, 
and in completing the business of the rnorning hour; at the ex- 
piration of which, the Senate will again take up the orders of 
the day. 

16. 

Reports of committees may be signed by any member in be- 
half of the committee, and shall be by him presented to the 
Senate, when the call for reports is made. The signer of each 

report shall be held responsible for the accuracy of its state- 
ments and the propriety of its language, and, when the same 
shall be under consideration, he shall be further liable to give 
additional statements of facts or other explanations, in answer 
to the call of any Senator. 

17, 

The proceedings of the Senate, except when acting as in com- 
mittee of the whole, embracing the titles of bills and such parts 
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thereof as may be affected by the proposed amendments, and 
also the names of the Senators, and the votes which they g ve 

on every niiestion decided by yeas and nays, shall be, by the 
Secretary, ao^urately and concisely inserted in the joiirnal. 

18. 

The subject matter of each and every bill and resolution shall 
be briefly indicated in its title by the mover ; and every bill and 
resolution shall be properly folded, and the name of the mover 
legibly written at the bottom of the same, before its introdnction. 

19. 

All bills after the second reading, and all petitions, memorials, 
remonstrances, resolutions and other papers, calling for legisla- 
tive action (except such as have been reported by a committee), 
no objection being^ made, shall be referred by the President to 
appropriate committees. 

20. 

» 

Before any resolution, any petition, or other paper addressed 
to the Senate, shall be received and read, whetiier the same 
shall be introduced by the President or a Senator, the title shall 
be fairly endorsed thereon, and a brief statement of its objects 
or contents shall be made by the introducer. 

21. 

Every motion shall be reduced to writing by the mover, if re- 
quired thereto by the President or a Senator, and a motion to 
lay another motion, the latter not being in writing, on the table, 
or othei'wise to dispose of it, shall not be in order, unless such 
motion relates to a pending bill, resolution, or paper. 

22. 

Every bill shall receive three readings before it is passed ; 
the President shall give notice at each reading whether it be the 
first, second, or third; the last of which reading of public bills 
shall be at least twenty-four hours after the first reading, unless 
the Senate unanimously direct otherwise; provided that the 
bills may be read the second time by their title. Resolutions 
requiring the approbation and signature of the Governor shall 
be treated in all respects as bills, and the third reading of all 
bills of a public nature shall be ordered for some particular day. 
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Each and every nomination made by the Governor, to be con- 
firmed by the Senate, shall lie over at least twenty-four hours 
between such nomination and the confirmation thereof. 

On motion of a Senator, public bills, after the second reading, 
may be referred to committee of the whole. 

U. 

No amendment to a biU originating in the Senate shall be re- 
ceived at the ^ird reading, but the bill may be committed- to a 
Senator for amendment at any time before the passage. 

When a question is pending, no motion shall be received but — 
To adjourn; to adjourn to a day certain, or that when the 
Senate adjourn it shall be to a day certain; to take a recess; to 
proceed to the consideration of executive business; to lay on the 
table; to postpone indefinitely; to postpone to a day certain; to 
commit; to amend. Which several motions shall have prece- 
dences they stand arranged, and the motions relating to ad- 
journment, to take a recess, to proceed to the consideration of 
executive business, to lay on the table, shall be decided without 
debate. 

26. 

A call for the previous qiiestion shall not at any time be in 
order. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, except 
when the Senate is engaged in voting. 



If the question in debate contains several points, the same 
may be divided on the demand of a Senator. A motion to 
strike out and insert shall not be divided, but the rejections of a 
motion to strike out and insert one proposition shall not preclude ^ 

a motion to strike out and insert a different one, or a motion to 
simply strike out; nor shall the rejection of a motion simply to 
strike out, prevent a subsequent one to strike out and msert.

In filling blanks, the largest sum and the longest time shall 
be first in order.

To tin General Assembly now in session : 

Your committee have visited the House of Correction, at Rut- 
land, and report as follows: 

We are favorably impressed with its manaj^ement; we found 
the institution well officered, and the routine work reduced to 
an excellent system. 

We attended Sabbath day exercises in the institution's chapel, 

which, with the Sunday and evening" schools, are exerting- a 
great moral influence on the inmates. The recent improve- 
ments of and additions to the buildings render this class of work 
pleasanter and more efficient. 

In considering its existing needs, it must be remembered that 

the House of Correction is a State institution, the necessities of 
which must be met generously and justly, yet with the closest 
economy. Its over- crowded condition calls for immediate^ 
action. 

At the present time many of the cells, none too large for one 

person, contain two, there being seventy-six cells, size 5 x 8, 
for the accommodation of one hundred and thirty-six inmates, 
which makes it impossible to secure proper sanitary conditions. 
It also necessitates the use of the hospital and school rooms for 
sleepmg apartments, which allows communication between in- 
mates, so detrimental to the discipline of such an institution. 
What we have said relative to these over-crowded conditions 
applies with equal force to the workshop. The engine house 
and laundry are too small. We deem a change in the woman's 
department a necessity. About eight hundred feet of the fair 
ground fence, which forms a part of the enclosure, should be 
replaced by a brick or stone wall. 

The matters above referred to are found in detail in the 
officers' biennial report, and are not overdrawn. We recom- 
mend a careful perusal of the same.

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REPORT OF JOINT COMMITTEE ON GAME AND FISHERIES. 

To Uie Senate and House of Representatives: 

Your committee, to whom was assigned the duty of visiting 
the Vermont State Fish Hatchery at Roxbury, respectfully re- 
port that they have performed that duty, and upon inspection 

and examination of that institution, have decided that the monev 
appropriated Fur this purpose, by the T.eo-islature for the past 
years, has been wisely expended; that the Hatchery was found 
in g-Qod order and neatly kept. While there u c witnessed the 
taking ul bpawn and tiie ieriiiiiiation of the same, illustrating 
the actual work of fish culture in operation. The ponds con- 
taining breeding fish and small trout being reared were well con- 
structed, and the trout appeared to be in a healtiiy condition. 

With the increased demand for trout throughout the State, 
increased capacity at the Hatchery is necessary. For this pur- 
pose an addition to the Hatchery is suggested by the Pish and 
Game Commissioners, and recommended by your committee. 
Adjoining the Hatchery property is a small piece of land which 
would be a valuable acquisition to the station for ponds and 
rearing purposes. While the late Mr. Spaulding, its owner, 
was living, the Commissioners had the free use of this property, 
which can now be bought on very reasonable terms. The com- 
mittee recommend that the Commissioners be empowered to 
buy this. 

It is very essential that the attendent in charge at the fish 
cultural operations should live near the Hatchery. He now 
lives in the village, two miles from the station. If any over- 
flow or other accident should happen during his absence at 

home, the stock of breeding trout and the entire output of eggs 
would be jeopardized, involving great loss to the State. The 
committee recommend an appropriation to 1)11 ilcl a small house 
and stable, and they also endorse the recommendations relating 
to the Hatchery which appear in the recent biennial report of 
the Commissioners. Your committee feel confident that the 
appropriations asked for by the Commissioners will enable 
' them to greatly increase the output at the Hatchery, the bene- 
ficial results of which will ere long be apparent in ponds and 
streams throughout the state, and operate to the advantage of 
an important interest of our commonweal.

REPORT OF JOINT COMMlTT££ ON TH£ SOLDIERS* HOME. 

To till Senate and' House of Representatives : 

Your committee, who by joint resolution, were instructed to 
visit tlie Soldiers' Home at Bennington, have performed that 
duty and beg leave to submit the following" report; 

We find the buildings in first-class condition. They are all 
. kept in good repair, and the sanitary surroundings are of the 
highest order. A perfect system of water supply and sewer- 
age keeps everthing neat and clean. In confirmation of the 
report as to sanitary conditions, we find that since the Home 
was established not a death has occurred from any disease ex- 
cept such as was contracted previous to entrance to the Home. 
We found 95 inmates, of whom 20 were in the hospital, six of 
whom are in a helpless condition and must soon join the 46 
who have died since the Home was established. Their last 
days are made as comfortable as though they were in their own 
home, surrounded by loving friends and relatives. A faithful 
and painstaking physician, together with trained nurses, minis- 
ter to their every need. We find the hospital a monument of 
the care that Vermont has of those who, by disease, cannot care 
for themselves. Every modern appliance is provided and 
every needed comfort furnished to all who are so unfortunate 
as to come within its walls. There has been made during the 
past summer a much needed addition to the hospital, making 
it snfficiciit'y large for the present. The trustees have advanc- 
ed of then own money nearly two thousand dollars for building 
and furnishing this addition. We feel that they were fully 
justified in their action and are sure that the Legislature will 
reimburse them for their outlay, as it has been very judiciously 
done. 

In the main building the rooms are sufficiently large and all 
are comfortably furnished, most of them by Posts of the G. A. 
R., and the Woman's Relief Corps. 

A neat and commodious chapel adjoins the Home. This 
was erected and furnished wholly by patnoLic citizens of the 
State at their own expense. Here services are held each Sab- 
bath by different pastors of the churches of Bennington, and 
here the last services are held for those who have answered to 
the roll-call above. 

The farm has for the past two years furnished all the milk 
and vegetables, together with a portion of the meat, used at 
the Home. We found on hand about 80 tons of hay. 
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The inmates are contented and comparatively happy, as well 
they might be, as every want is carefully looked after by Col- 
onel Coffey and Mrs. CofTey, who are evidently the right per- 
sons to conduct the affairs of the Home. The trustees are also 

very efficient, and, while the expense of conducting' the Home 
is large, wc feel confident that every dollar expended by the 
State has been well laid out.

To the General Assembly now in Session: 

Your committee have visited the State prison, at Windsor, 
and report as follows: 

We find this institution in firsL-class order in every detail, 
buildings in good repair and every department clean and orderly. 
The prison proper, the work-shops and culinary department 
show a masterly superintendency. The inmates are well cloth- 
ed and well fed. The sanitary condition of the institution is 
excellent. We endorse the act of the directors in the pnrchas- 
incf of the pasture as individuals, and recommend its purchase 
b\' Uic Stale. We also recommend the purchase of a cottage 
house opposite the prison for the use of the Deputy Superin- 
tendent, and to that end recommend the passage of the accom- 
panying bill.

Your committee, to whom was referred the petition of the 
State Sabbath School Association, of Vermont, beg leave to re- 
port: 

A memorial from an organization with a membership of 64,000 
— the hope and promise of our State — and presented by men of 
such hij^h character and standing in the vState, most certainly 
deserves the careful, considerate thoug^ht of your committee, 
and of the Senate. We recognize fully the existence, and the 
greatness of the evil which has called forth this memorial. The 
quiet, worshipful Sabbath of our fathers is i^st becoming a thing 
of the past. Your committee is asked only to consider the part 
that the railroads of our State have had in bringing about this 
state of things. It is a fact, that the running of the many Sun- 
day trains brings great sorrow to the hearts of a large propor- 
tion of onr people. It is unquestionably true, that in many of 
our churches, their services are seriously disturbed by the whis- 
tling, and noise of the frequent passing and switching trains; 
more than this, we believe that the excursion trains bring no 
good, but great harm to our communities. 

The managers of our railroads are largely men born and rear- 
ed in our own beloved State, or in New England. In all their 
personal relations to others, they are men of the highest honor, 
and most abundant courtesy. May it not be, that in their offic- 
ial capacity, they have inadvertently failed to realize the duty 
that they owe to the Christian public sentiment of our State. 
Possibly an appeal directly to the managers themselves, by the 
Christian and moral .organizations of our State, might have some 
efficacy in limiting the evil we consider. 

Your committee can hardly feel that additional legislation is 
what IS needed. We understand that now the railroads have 
no legal right to run unnecessary trains. 

Our Statutes now read: ''The Board of Railroad Commis- 
sioners may authorize the running upon any railroad, of such 
through trains on vSunday, as in the opinion of the Board, the 
public necessity and convenience may require, having regard to 
the due observance of the day." 

The New England Sabbath is our richest heritage. Let us

Mr. Piatt, from the committee on insane, submitted the fol- 
lowing report which was read, and on motion of Mr. Worthen, 
ordered to be printed: 

To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives now in 
session: 

The committee on the insane, on the part of the Senate and 
House, beg leave to report that, agreeable to a joint resolution 
of the two houses, they visiLed the Brattleboro Retreat on the 
34th day of October, and found the institution in excellent con- 
dition, with one ward vacant, capable of accommodating fifty 
inmates, with two hundred and ninety-two State inmates and 
ninety-six private inmates. From all that we have been able 
to learn, and from the condition of the inmates themselves, we 
are satisfied that they are well cared for. 

On the 6th day of November your committee visited the 
Vermont State As3^1nm for the Insane, at Waterbury, and found 
it in an overcrowded condition, with two hundred and seven- 
teen inmates. The original plan contemplated, that the pres- 
ent buildings should at most receive but one hundred and sixty- 
five inmates. In this congested condition a proper classifica- 
tion of the inmates is impossible. They are now divided into 
three divisions of each sex, whereas under any proper classifi- 
cation there should be nine divisions of each sex. 
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Fifty of these inmates should be removed at once to the 
Brattleboro Retreat. 

Considering the overcrowded condition of the asylum, the 
general morale of the institution is ^ceUent; the Superinten- 
dent and staff of assistants efficient and faithful. 

The original x>lan of this asylum provided ventilation by- 
means of fans, but owing to faulty construction, the fans proved 
useless, and resort was had to the windows and piping leading 
to the roof for ventilation. 

This should be remedied at once. 

Your committee are of the opinion that the asylum should 
be completed according to the original design — a north wing 
similar to the present south wing — and two additional rec- 
tangular wards 70x 36 feet at least, should be constructed. A 
building, detached tr ni the other buildings of the asylum, 
should be constructed lor a mortuary. 

A tract of meadow and pasture land, embracing about tpvty 
or fifty acres, adjacent to the present asylum grounds, which 
can be purchased for about seven thousand dollars, should be 
procured for a farm colony where the convalescent inmates can 
be employed. 

If these additions are made, all the State patients can be cared 
for at this asylum, at an annual saving of from ten to fifteen 
thousand dolla^ a year. 

Judging by the expenditures heretofore made, one hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars will cover the cost of these additions 
and improvements.

in part, through the territory of the Republics of Nicaragua and

rolling stock, and other railway equipments, stores, ware houses, 
telephone and telegra])h lines, steamships or steamboats, steam- 
ship or steamboat imes, ships, boats, tugs, lighters, floats, 
barges or vessels of any kind or nature whatsoever or howsoever 
moved or propelled, wdiich may be necessary, useful or conven- 
ient in, for or about the construction, maintenance, navigation, 
service or operation of said canal or canals, and all buildings, 
works, wharves, docks, piers, landing places, elevators or other 
necessary, useful or convenient structures or buildings: to erect 
and establish every kind of plant necessary in the construction 
and maintenance of said inter-oceanic canal, or appurtenances 
thereto; to contract for, acquire, hold and sell the bonds, stocks, 
shares, obligations, or securities of any corporation, company or 
association, now existing or hereafter formed or constituted, 
and the bonds, obligations and securities of any government, or 
local authority or individuals; to bnv, hold and sell all kinds of 
public and privatt; .^tock, bond^ and securities, and exercise all 
rights and powers incident to, or in connection with such owner- 
ship ; to borrow and loan money, issue its own bonds, or other 
evidences of an indebtedness, and to sell, negotiate and pledge 
the same to such amounts, upon such terms and in such manner 
as may from time to time be determined by the directors of said 
corporation; to mortgage all or any part of its property, assets, 
rights and franchises, including its franchise to be a corporation,

To the General Assembly of the State of Vermont: 

Your committee appointed under a joint resolution providing 
for a special joint committee to investigate the cause of the 
extraordinary increase in commitments to the House of Cor- 
rection, and to report what legislation, if any, is desirable, re- 
spectfully report; 

That after a careful consideration of the subject, such as it 
has been possible to give without entering upon a minute and 
exhaustive inquiry into detail that would prolong the investi- 
gation beyond the ordinary liiniL of this Assembly, yet one so 
searching that vital and fundamental facts bearing upon the 
subject have been disclosed, we submit the following: 

The report of the Superintendent of the House of Correction 
for the biennial term ending June 30, 1894, shows that the total 



number of commitments was 808, 

Of which there were for tramping, 145 

For intoxication, 346 

For selling and furnishing intoxicating liquor, 147 

For 34 other offenses named in the law, 170

From the county of Chittenden, 22? 

From the county of Rutland, 213

A close examination of many of the mittimuses submitted by 
the SuperniLcndent, at our request, together with other testi- 
mony, oral and written, presented to us, has led to the follow- 
ing conclusions upon specific laws: we will state briefly with 
respect to tramping: 

First. That the definition of the word "tramp" in the law 
is defective, and should be made more explicit, that the worthy 
and the unworthy may not be confounded. 

Second, That tramps, properl)- so called, under suspicion of 
crime, should be apprehended under and by the same forms and 
processes as are other ofEenders. 

Third, That in many cases either the penalty was not com- 
mensurate with the offence, or else the offence was too trivial 
for apprehension, and, therefore, in the latter case, was an in- 
justice to the prisoner, and in both cases a wrong to the State. 

Fourth, That a discretionary power within reasonable limits, 
and in line of conformity to the spirit of the law, should be 
with the justice or other trial officer. 

Fifth. That the penalties for the offenses committed by the 
genus tramp, whose status is properly defined, should be made 
equally severe with those imposed by neighboring States, that 
this State shall not be a refuge for this unmitigated evil. 

We offer as a remedy for the condition, as above stated, the 
bill attached to this report, and of which it is a part. 

The question of intoxicating liquor, both as regards its sale 
or how otherwise it may be furnished, and the indulgence of 
appetite therein, is a most intricate one. Here we are face to 
face with the moral and physical weaknesses of our imperfect 
humanity. Yet in the interest of this same common humanity, 
its safety and well-being, we must look resolutely at the facts. 
We charge : 

First. The indifference of the people, hence the non, or only 
partial, enforcement of the laws against selling and furnishing. 

Second, The imperfection of the law, hence the evasions and 
non-convictions. 

Third. That hotels and drug stores in many localities defy 
the law, even, in some instances, to the extent of open bars, and 
many more evade it. 

Fourth. That kitchen and pocket bar rooms are rife, and are 
a fruitful source of evil. 

Fifth, That some town agencies, under cover of the law^ 
sell for revenue. (See town reports.) 
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Sixth. That express companies, above the law, carry de- 
struction to many a door in the homes of the State. 

What can be done under these circumstances? 

We would increase the p^alties for selling and furnishing 
unlawfully, and so change die laws bearing upon the subject, 
that evasions from its action would be impossible; and we would 
confine town agencies to their legitimate business under the law. 

For offences of intoxication we would give to tiie jusLice, or 
other trial officer, certain discretionary powers, even that of 
probation under certain restrictions, in tiie hope of reformation. 

For incorrigibles of this class we would offer the latest and 
most successful treatment for their disease, and furnish it at the 
expense of the State if debired by the oifender, and it recommend- 
» ed by the Superintendent, with the Governor's approval. 

We oiler no bill in this connection, but give our approval to, 
and ask the consideration of the General Assembly for, certain 
bills hereinafter named, and which are now before the Assem- 
bly, the enactment of which mtu law will, in our opinion, be a 
gfreat stride in the right direction. 

We believe that anotlier cause which tends to the over-pop- 
ulating" of the House of Correction, of a lesser degree of evil 
than those already enumerated, yet one which is intimately con- 
nected with them, is to be founa lu the excessive aniouui allowed 
for mileage to the committing officer; which is, in fact, his fee. 
We believe that it is a temptation to over zeal. The fines im- 
posed for minor offences, in nearly all cases, at any considerable 
distance from Rutland, bear a ridiculous proportion to the costs 
of the commitment. We cite a case, one of many examined. 
Three tramps arrested in St. Albans for loitering in the railroad 



Making a total cost to the State of $73.88 on account of fines 
. to the amount of $6.00. If these commitments had been made 
by three different officers, as they could have been, under the 
law, the cost would have been $21.52 more. We submit that 
facts like this — one of many — speak for themselves and need no 
further comment here. 

We believe the present system for the payment of committing 
officers to be pernicious, and we favor the plan of a committing 
officer for the State, to be located at Rutland, under the direc- 
tion of the Superintendent, and to be paid per diem or by salary.

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arrival. But we are assured that the opposition to this measure 
would be difficult to overcome at this time, and we, therefore, 
hereinafter offer a bill touching this point. 

We further recognize the iacL that although this investigation 
has been made from an economic standpoint, still the violator 
of the law has some claims which cannot be overlooked or dis- 
regarded, and so in addition to these recommendations, and the 
specific changes which would be introduced in the Statutes of 
the State should these bills, or any part of them, become the 
law, we beg leave to offer for your thoughtful consideration 
some brief suggestions. Further leo-islative efTorts in this line 
should tend towards making the House of Correction an institu- 
tion more thoroughly reformatory in its character. Those 
methods of discipline and reformation which have been devised 
and tested elsewhere, with gratifying results, should be studied 
and initiated here as fast as may be possible. We are satisfied 
that the present Superintendent is a humane man, with broad 
ideas in this direction, and that he will do all that is within his 
power, with the means at his command, to carry out the spirit 
of these suggestions. But he should be aided and sustained by 
the power of the State in its fullness. The question of cost 
should not always be the primary one when subjects which pro- 
foundly affect the welfare of the State, especially those which 
involve the moral elevation of its citizens, or nnv portion of 
them, are considered. Many a young offender under the right 
treatment and environment can, and should be, softened and 
redeemed. One man or woman saved to useful citizenship is 
worth a heavy ransom. Let us be, not only abreast with other 
States in this particular, but let us be inspired with the broadest 
humanity. We also urge upon your attention the subject of 
education in morality. Here is an ever-widening field where 
most efficient work can be easily and legitimately done, and 
where the result will be of incalculable advantage to the State. 
For an ounce of prevention is worth a pound of cure. Many of 
the best thinkers of our time are outspoken on the fact, that our 
mental and material progress has far outstripped our moral 
progress; and the reason for this is that no such attention has 
been paid, or effort made, in the past, towards stimulating the 
moral qualities, as has been done in the other directions, mental 
and material. Let us rectify this. Let us introduce moral 
teaching into the curriculum of our common schools. Let us 
have text books where the qualities of kindness, purity, sobriety, 
honesty and truthfulness shall be emphasized and receive scien- 
tific treatment ; and let the teaching begin early in the school 
life of the pupil and continue all the way through. There is 
nothing sectarian in pure morality. It is common ground where 
all can stand, and where the coming generations, the hope ot 
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the future, can be fitted for those high duties which each in- 
telligent individual owes to himself, his fellow men, and to his 
God.

These charters are printed 
with outUne maps of the several towns and with historical notes, 
and it has been urged upon us that we obtain copies of the 
work for distribution among Liic towns of Vermont. We are 
informed that 400 copies of the book can be obtained at little 
more than the cost of paper, press-work and bindings, as the 
printing of vol. 26 is just beginning and the additional copies 
can be produced with no cost for type setting. We recom- 
mend that authority be given to procure these copies of vol. 26. 

It has been stated that possibly the Stevens' collection of Ver- 
mont documents bought some years ago by the State of New

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APPENDIX D. 

PROPOSAL OF AMENDMENT TO H. 394. 

This Compan}' shall not be liable beyond the actual cash value 

of the property at the time any loss or dama^^e occurs, and the 
loss or damage shall be ascertained or estimated according to 
such actual cash value, with proper deduction for depreciation 
however caused, and shall in no event exceed what it would 
then cost the insured to repair or replace the same with material 
of like kind and quality; said ascertain uient or estimate shall be 
made by the insured and this Company, or, if they differ, then 
by appraisers, as hereinafter provided; and, the amount of loss 
or damage having been thus determined, the sum for which this 
Company is liable pursuant to this Policy shall be payable after 60 
days* due notice, ascertainment, estimate, and satisfactory proof of 
the loss have been received by this Company in accordance with 
the terms of this Policy. It shall be optional, however, with 
this Company to take all, or any part, of tht^ articles at such 
ascertained or appraised value, and also to re])air, rebuild, or 
replace the property lost or damaged with other of like kind and 
quality within a reasonable time on giving- notice, within thirty 
days after the receipt of the proof herein required, of its inten- 
tion so to do; but there can be no abandonment to this Com- 
pany of the property described. 

This entire Policy shall be void if the insured has concealed 
or misrepresented, in writing or otherwise, any material. fact or 
circumstance concerning this insurance or the subject thereof; 
or if the interest of the insured in the property be not truly 
stated herein; or in case of any fraud or false swearing by 
the insured touching any matter relating to this insurance or 
the subject thereof, whether before or after a loss. 

This entire Policy, unless otherwise provided by agpreement 
indorsed hereon or added hereto, shall be void if the insured 
now has or shall hereafter make or procure any other contract 
of insurance, whether valid or not, on property covered in whole 
or in part by this Policy; or if the subject of insurance be a 
manufacturing establishment and it be operated in whole or in 
part at night later than ten o'clock, or if it cease to be oj^erated 
for more than ten consecutive days; or if the hazard be increas- 
ed by any means within the control or knowledge of the insured; 
or if mechanics be employed in building, altering, or repairing 
the within described premises for more than fifteen days at any 
one time; or if the interest of the insured be other than uncon- 
ditional and sole ownership; or if the subject of insurance be a 
building on ground not owned by the insured in fee-simple; or 
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if the subiect of insurance be personal property and be or be- 
come incumbered by a chattel mortgage; or it, wrth the know- 
ledge of the insured, foreclosure proceedings be commenced or 
notice given of sale of any property covered by this Policy by 
virtue of any mortgage or trust deed; or if any change, other 
than by the death of an insured, take place in the interest, title, 
or possession of the subject of insurance (except change of 
occupants without increase of hazard) whether by legal process 
or judgment or by voluntary act of the insured, or otherwise; 
or n this Policy be assigned before a loss; or if illuminating gas 
or vapor be generated in the described building (or adjacent 
thereto) for use therein; or if (any usage or custom of trade or 
manufacture to the contrary notwithstanding) there be kept, 
used, or allowed on the above described premises, benzine, ben- 
zole, dynamite, ether, fireworks, gasolene, greek lire, gunpowder 
exceeding twenty-five pounds in quantity, naphtha, nitro-2;ly- 
cerine or other explosives, phosphorus, or petroleum or any of 
its products of greater inflammability than kerosene oil of the 
United States standard, (which last may be used for lights and 
kept for sale according to law but in quantities not exceeding 
five barrels, provided it be drawn and lamps filled by daylight 
or at a distance not less than ten feet from artificial light;) or if 
a building herein described, whether intended for occupancy 
by owner or tenant, be or become vacant or unoccupied and so 
remain tor ten* days. 

This Company shall not be liable for loss caused directly or 
indirectly by invasion, insurrection, riot, civil war or commo- 
tion, or military or usurped power, or bv order of any civil au- 
thority*; or by theft; or by neglect of the insured to use all rea- 
sonable means to save and preserve the | rojierty at and after a 
fire or when the property is endangered by fire in neighboring 
premises; or (unless fire ensues, and in that event, for the dam- 
age by lire only) by explosion of any kind, or lightning; but 
liability for direct damage by lightning may be assumed by 
specific agreement hereon. 

If a building or any part thereof fall, except as the result of 
fire, all insurance by this Policy on such building or its con- 
tents shall immediately cease. 

This Company shall not be liable for loss to accounts, bills, 
currency, deeds, evidences of debt, money, notes, or securities; 

nor, unless liability is specifically a'^snmed hereon, for loss to 
awnings, bullion, casts, curiosities, drawings, dies, im]:)lements, 
jewels, manuscripts, medals, models, patterns, pictures, scien- 
tific apparatus, signs, store or office furniture or fixtures, sculp- 
ture, tools, or property held on storage or for repairs; nor, be- 
yond the actual value destroyed by fire, or loss occasioned by 
ordinance or law regulating construction or repair of buildings, 
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or by interruption of business, manufacturing purposes, or 
otherwise; nor for any greater proportion of the value of plate 
glass, frescoes, and decorations than that which this Policy shall 
bear to the whole insurance on the building described. 

If an application, survey plan, or description of property be 
referred to in this Policy, it shall be a part of this contract and a 
warranty by the insured. 

In any matter relating to this insurance no person, unless duly 
authorized in writing, shall be deemed the agent of this Com- 
pany. 

This Policy ma}', by a renewal, be continued under the origi- 
nal stipulations, in consideration of premium for the renewed 
term, provided that any increase of hazard must be made known 
to this Company at the time of renewal, or this Policy shall 
be void. 

This Policy shall be cancelled at any time at the request of 
the insured; or by the Company, bv giving- five days notice of 
such cancel lalion If this Policy shall be cancelled as herein- 
before provided, or become void or cease, the premium having 
been actually paid, the unearned portion shall be returned on 
surrender of this Policy or last renewal, this Company retaining 
the customary short rate; except that when this Policy is can- 
celled by this Company by giving notice, it shall retain only the 
pro rata premium. 

If, with the consent of this Company, an interest imder this 
Policy shall exist in favor of a mortgagee or of any person or 
corporation having an interest in the subject of insurance other 
than the interest of the insured as described herein, the condi- 
tions hereinbefore contained shall apply in the manner ex- 
pressed in such provisions and conditions of insurance relating 
to such interest as shall be written upon, attached, or appended 
hereto. 

If property covered by this Policy is so endangered by fire as 
to require removal to a place of safety, and is so removed, that 
part of this Policy in excess of its proportion of any loss and 
of the value of property remaining in the original location, 
shall, for the ensuing five days only, cover the property so 
removed m the new location; if removed to more than one 
location, such excess of this Policy shall cover therein for such 
five days in the proportion that the value in any one such new 
location bears to the value in all such new locations; but this 
Company shall not, in any case of removal, whether to one or 
more locations, be liable beyond the proportion that the amount 
hereby insured shall bear to the total insurance on the whole 
property at the time of fire, whether the same cover in new 
location or not. 
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If fire occur the insured shall give immediate notice of any 
loss thereby in writing to this Company, protect the proj^erty. 
from further damat^e, forthwith separate the damaged and un- 
damaged personal property, put it in t)ie best possible order, 
make a complete inventory of the same, stating the quantity 
and cost of each article and the amount claimed thereon; and, 
within sixty days after the fire, unless such time is extended in 
writing by this Company, shall render a statement to this Com- 
pany, signed and sworn to by said insured, stating the know- 
ledge and belief of the insured as to the time and origin of the 
fire; the interest of the insured and of all others in the property; 
the cash value of each item thereof and the amount of loss 
thereon; all incumbrances thereon; all other insurance, whether 
valid or not, covering- any of said [property; and a copy of all 
the descriptions and schedules in ail policies; any changes in 
the title, use, occupation, location, possession, or exposures of 
said property since the issuing of this Policy ; by whom and for 
what purpose an} building herein described and the several 
parts thereof were occupied at the time of fire; and shall fur- 
nish, if required, verified plans and specifications of any build- 
ing, fixtures, or machinery destroyed or damaged; and shall 
also, if required, furnish a certificate of the magistrate or notary 
public (not interested in the claim as a creditor or otherwise, 
nor related to the insured) living nearest the place of fire, stat- 
ing that he has examined the circumstances and believes the 
insured has honestly sustained loss to the amount that such 
magistrate or notary public shall certify. 

The insured, as often as required, shall exhibit to any person 

designated by this Company all that remains of any property 
herein described, and submit to examinations imder oath by 
any person named by this Company, and subscribe the same; 
and, as often as required, shall produce for examination all 
books of account, bills, invoices, and other vouchers, or certi- 
fied copies thereof if origniais be lost, at such reasonable place 
as may be designated by this Company or its representative, 
and shall permit extracts and copies thereof to be made. 

In the event of disagreement as to the amount of loss the 
same shall, as above provided, be ascertained by two competent 
and disinterested appraisers, the insured and this Company 
each selecting one, and the two so chosen shall first select a 
com])Ctcnt and disinterested umpire; the appraisers together 
shall then estimate and appraise the loss, stating separately 
sound value and damage, and, failing to agree, shall submit

shall not become payable until sixty days after the notice, as- 
certainment, estimate and satisfactory proof of the loss herein 
required have been received by this Qompany, including an 
award by appraisers when .ippiaisal has been recpiired, 

This Company shall not be liable under this Policy for a 
greater proportion of any loss on the described property, or for 
loss by, and expense of, removal from premises endangered by 
lire, than the amount hereby insured shall bear to the whole 
insurance, whether valid or not, or by solvent or insolvent in- 
surers, covering such property, and the extent of the appli- 
cation of the insurance under this Policy, or of the contribution 
to be made by this Company in case of loss, may be provided 
for by agreement or condition written hereon or attached or 
appended hereto. Liability for re-insurance shall be as specifi- 
cally agreed hereon. 

If this Company shall claim that the fire was caused by the 

act or neglect of any person or corporation, private or mimi* 
cipal, this Company shall, on payment of the loss, be subrogated 
to the extent of such payment to all right of recovery by the 
insured for the loss resulting therefrom, and such right shall be 
assigned to this Company by the insured on receiving such pay- 
ment. 

No suit or action on this Policy, for the recovery of any 
claim, shall be sustainable in any co::rt of law or equity until

Wherever in this Policy the word insured" occurs, it shall 
be held to include the legal representative of the insured, and 
wherever the word "loss" occurs, it shall be deemed the 
equivalent of "loss or damage." 

If this Policy be made by a mutual or other compan}^ having 
special regulations lawfully applicable to its organization, mem- 
bership, policies or contracts of insurance, such regulations 
shall apply to and Lorm a part of this Policy as the same may 
be written or printed upon, attached, or appended hereto. 

This Policy is made and accepted subject to the foregoing 
stipulations and conditions, together with such other provisions, 
agreements, or conditions as may be indorsed hereon or added 
hereto, and no officer, agent, or other representative of this 
Company shall have power to waive any provision or condition 
of this Policy except such as by the terms of this Policy may be 
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the subject of a^eement indorsed hereon or added hereto, and 

as to such provisions and conditions no officer, agent, or repre- 
sentative shall have such power, or be deemed or held to have 
waived such provisions or conditions unless such waiver, if any, 
shall be written upon or attached hereto, nor shall any privilege 
or permission affecting the insurance under this Policy exist or 
be claimed by the insured unless so written or attached.

The Senate and House of Representatives met in the hall of 
the House of Representatives, in pursuance of a joint resolu- 
tion, which was read by the Clerk, and is as follows:

The chair appointed Senator Hunt, of Franklin County, Mr. 
Read, of Rockingham, and Mr. Smith, of Burlington, a com- 
mittee to inform His Excellency, the Governor, that the Joint 
Assembly is now convened for tiie purpose of receiving any 
commtmication he may be pleased to make; and that said com- 
mittee be directed to conduct him here if it be his pleasure to 
now appear before the Joint Assembly. 

I'he committee subsequently appeared within the Joint As- 
sembly, accompanied by His Excellency, Levi K. Fuller, 
Governor, who delivered the following: 

MESSAGE. 



Gentlemen of the Senate and House of Representatives: 

The custom that has developed from the occasional practice 
of some of the earlier Governors, of presenting to your honor- 
able body at the expiration of the Governor's term, a message 
that shall embody a portion of such information as he may have 
acquired concerning various affairs of State, and such obser- 
vations upon the needs and conditions of the State as his 
administrative experience may have snj^q-ested to him, is a 
custom that is within executive prcrosrative, and- is as wise in 
itself as it is useful in its observance. The sense of i^^rave re- 
sponsibility which his oath of office imposes upon the Chief 
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Executive of the State, is intensified by the mcagreness of his 
knowledge concerning many things connected with his duties, 
and the lack of experience in their administration; to a certain 
degree, this burden is lightened by the subsequent experience 
that supplies the requisite elements for the solution of the 
many problems that are presented to him, and by the kindly 
consideration and forbearance of the people at large, together 
with the cheerful co-operation of those who actively participate 
with him in the administration of the affairs of State. 

It is fitting that acknowledgment should here be made of the 
uniform kindness, and helpfulness, that have so greatly facilitated 
the labors of the office, and have made possible so many of the 
things which have been accomplished.

In consequence of the legal requirement, enacted at your last 

session that the reports of the various State officers should be 
ready for distribution by the 20th of September, we have been 
enabled at a much earlier date than usual to get in detail the 
work of the several departments of the State Government.

COMMISSIONER OF STATE TAXES. 

An interesting statement is made by the Commissioners of 
State Taxes, that if we were to strike out that department of 
State expenses which relates to local relief, we should not be 
obliged at the present time to go beyond the corporation taxes 
for all the financial needs of the State. 

EDUCATION. I 

The amount of OKmey expended by the different towns 
throug-hout the State, fur education for the biennial period, 
amounts to the sum of $1,542,063.04. 

Prior to the enactment of tlie law creating" the town system, 
this vast sum of money would have been handled by a very 
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large number of school officers throng-hont the several school 
districts in the State; but under the operations of the law of '92 
its management is limited to a single board in each town. * 

The very full report of the Superintendent of Schools indi- 

dates that tlie change to the town system has caused but slight 
friction, and already has become a decided improvement, re- 
quiring but slight additions to complete. 

I wish to call your attention again to the matter of free text- 
books, and refer to the town of Hartford in Windsor Countv as 
the best exemplitication of the benefits of this system, where an 
experience of fifteen years, in a town that has all grades from 
the primary to the secondary school that fits for college, shows 
the average cost to have been only 41 1-2 cents per pupil, each 
year. 

If this system were extended throughout the State, the bene- 
fits without question, would amount to several hundred thousand 
dollars a year. 

This State has been liberal in regard to higher education, 
contributing to various institutions for this purpose, during the 
present biennial period, viz. :

REFORM SCHOOL. 

Since the close of the biennial period to which reports are 
made, the State Board of Health have examined this Institution 
and condemned the system of ventilation and plumbing in use. 

I have been impressed with their defects during the times of my 
examination ; and call your attention to the matter that a remedy 
may be supplied. 

A large proportion of the children sent to this Institution re- 
ceive too long a sentence, greatly increasing the labors of the 
Board, and the expense to the vState; the law recognizes State 
control during minority, while the average retention is only 
about fifteen months. 

HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 

This Institution was built for one-half the present number of 
inmates, and has had hitherto but slight repairs. It has been 
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frequently visited by disease. It was thought at first that slight 
repairs would prevent a recurrence of disease; but the error of 
this oDnclusion early became apparent. 

The services of the State Board of Health were secured. The 
condition of things was laid before the Rutland County (irand 
Jur}% who made an examination and presentation of the condi- 
tion to the County Court. Tiiereupon, the Judges of the Court 
made an allowance for repairs to the jail, which was believed to 
be one of the serious annoyances to the Institution. 

An unusually lar^e number of prisoners had been sent to the 
Institution suffering from various diseases, and with an epidemic 
of typhoid fever, disabling a large percentage of the working' 
force and tending to cripple the Institution there seemed only 
one way to abate the evil, and that was to remove the defective 
plumbing and sewer pipes from the premises, and to secure ad- 
ditional room. 

The situation was ii;reatly ai^i^n avated by the large number of 
tramps who were coming in docks for shelter, it being- a matter 
of history that numbers would come to officers at a iime, and 
asked to be sent to the Institution, threatening to commit crime 
unless their demands were acceded to. The Directors called to 
their assistance suitable aid in the emergency, and plans were 
devised and put into operation to supply the relief of which the 
Institution stood in need. 

The Directors purchased the raw material and put at work the 
tramps and such available prisoners as would otherwise have 
remained idle, and set them to constructing a new jail, contrary 
to expectation, the men finding they would have better quarters 
as a result, took kindly to out-door winter work, completing the 
addition in a reasonable time without inconvenience to, or inter- 
fering with, such men as could be kept at work in the manu- 
facturing department. Only so much has been done as was 
necessary for the health, employment and safety of the prisoners, 
and I am satisfied from tlie study which I have been able to 
give this matter, that the State should at once take this institu- 
tion in hand, and supply it with such facilities as will prevent a 
recurrence of any of the evils heretofore experienced there. 

The superintendent, directors and officers of the institution 
have proved their skill and efficiency under trying circum- 
stances. What has been done not only meets with my most 
earnest approval, but the recommendations which the board 
make, merit your most earnest attention. 

I believe the improvements made have added greatly to the 
efficiency of the institution, raising it higher in rank. 

As a relief from the dangers of another period of over-crovvd- 
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ing, a change in the law permitting the use of the county jails 
during periods of emergency, under the same conditions as the 
State Prison is used, would be of very great service, 

I call your attention to the cost of commitment to this insti- 
tiition. Where a prisoner is sentenced from a remote part of 
the State for non-payment of fines for slight offences, the 
expense to the State is about $25. If it was a period of twenty 
days, his earnings to the State wotild average less than $4. 
Would it not be better to turn the prisoner over to the road 
commissioner in the town where the offence was committed, to 
work out his fine there, or give the court authority to incarcer- 
ate him in the local jail? At the bottom of paj^fe 5, of the 
Auditor's report, and also on page 25, of the re])ort of the 
Superintendent of the House of Correction, will be found 
suggestions relative to this subject. I find an opinion quite 
current amon^ those who ought to know, that there is some- 
thing wrong as to this, suggesting that officers' fees are yet a 
temptation, and play too important a part in this matter. 

Where a prisoner is serving a sentence and escapes, and flees 
to another State, there is considerable difTiciilty in securing his 
extradition. The Statute should make jail-breaking, or the 
escaping from jail, a crime. 

VERMONT STATE ASYLUM FOR THE INSANE, WATERBURY. 

Under the act of 1892 providing for the erection of additional 
buildings, the Trustees have. completed the centre group, in 
which is located the administrative department, and have fur* 
nished the same and they are now in use. The act under which , 
this work has been carried forward, was the result of a com- 
promise between conflicting views, and was not extensively 
thought out, but gave the Trustees discretionary power, so that 
they have been enabled to do just what they ought to ha\ e done 
in the larger interests of the State. During the progress of the 
work it became apparent that the whole of this problem could 
have been worked out and put into permanent form at the very 
start, to the highest advantage, even though it were built in 
small sections at a time; and while the work has been done 
with great economy, it has cost the board much patient labor 
and, at times, personal inconvenience. The act simply called^ 
for the erection of the buildings. 

The Board of Supervisors of the insane upon several occas- 
ions sought a conference with me, and made complaints relative 
to the over-crowding of the institution and asked that a portion 
of the patients be returned to Brattleboro. I did not think it 
wise to incur this additional expense, but thought that the 
remedy lay in the early use of the new buildings. Finally the 
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board filed with me a written complaint relative to the over- 
crowding, which I met as I had former expressions, by urging 
upon the Trustees the finishing and occupancy of the new build- 
ings. In order to bring this about the board found themselves 
obliged to incur expenses which otherwise they would have 
preferred to have had directly ordered by the Legislature. In 
the making of the changes, and performing of the work neces* 
sary to finish the institution as it should be, upon most advanced 
lines, in precisely the same way that they would have com- 
pleted it, had it all been done at one time, the board called to 
their aid the best special skill. I conferred freely with the 
officers at the Brattleboro Retreat, as well as with those of 
other asylums, and became convinced that the right thing was 
being done; the State could not afford to submit to any errors 
of judgment in regard to it; it must be made right now or 
never. 

The system of heatiiij^;- and ventilating the Institution had 
been only partially worked out, and required considerable outlay 
to perfect it. This has been done, greaiiy to the advantage 
and best interests of the Institution, including the new build- 
ings, the present daily cost of heating, lighting and ventilating 
being about two^hirds of what it formerly cost. The supply 
of water proved inadequate, at critical times failing the Institu- 
tion, leaving them without water for domestic purposes, or 
security against fire. In this emergency I approved of the action 
of the Board in the introduction of an adequate and independent 
system of water supply, owned exclusively by the State. 

I have kept close watch of the progress of affairs, and so far 

as my approval has been necessary to secure the furnishing and 
occupancy of these buildings it has been given. And no State, 
I am assured, has a set of buildings better adapted to the use to 
which they are to be put, than the series of structures now own- 
ed by the State at Waterbury, 

STATE BENEFICIARIES. 

The Revised Laws make the Executive the Commissioner for 
the State, having charge of the care and education of this class 
of persons, the Deaf and Dumb, Blind and Feeble-minded. 

There has been expended during the biennial term ending 
June 30, 1894, on account of these beneficiaries, the following 
sums, viz.:

GOOD ROADS. 

The agitation that has been going on for some time in this 
country relative to good roads has increased, as the people have 
come to realize more the advantages to be derived, and ease with 
which they can be procured. ' 

The laws passed at the last session of the Legislature were 
helpful in this matter, but call for additional attention. The 
general policy that has been followed diirino- the last generation 
has been simply to keep in tolerable repair the old roads; the 
time has come for a change. 

I am satisfied that the State road tax should be used for the 
construction of roads in a more permanent form, and that no 
portion of it should be used for ordinary repairs. If all the 
towns were to adopt a policy of la}-ing aside a certain percentage 
of their road taxes for the building of certain roads in a perma- 
nent form they would, in a few years, be able to replace their 
roads by durable structures, without increasing their expenses, 
and in tlie end would secure a class of roads that would cost only 
a nominal sum to keep in repair. 

I appointed Commissioners under the joint resolution relating 
to the subject of highways, who have investigated the matter, 
and will lay their report before you. It would seem to be ad- 
visable that this Commission be continued. 



BOARD OF AGRICULTURE. 

■ * 

The increased appropriation for the use of the Board of Agri- 
culture has given a new impetus to their work. The law im- 
posing upon the Board duties formerly performed by the Board 
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of Cattle Commissioners has also increased their labors, and 
your special attention is called to that part of their work. Be- 
fore the new law went into effect, I appointed three of their 
number to act as Cattle Commissioners, to fill out the period, 
under the old law. Freciuent tleniands have been made upon 
them for counsel and aid, and in all instances they have followed 
the experience of those States which have spent large sums of 
money, and liave acquired sufficient experience to come to act 
under fixed rules. 

It has been thought by some that the State should at once 
adopt the policy of paying for all diseased stock upon a basis 
of perfect health, and eradicate by slaiic^hter the various forms 
of disease that y^ivc occasion tor alarm. To do this would have 
made large demands upon the State treasury; and investigatiun 
has sliown that it is not the bcsi way. With the supervision of 
disease b)' an intelligent Board, acting under medical advice, 
with authority so compel suitable care on the part of the owner, 
it is a better and safer practice to leave the matter in their 
hands. 

The law, as it now is, gives the Board discrcLioiuiry power to 
make adequate recompense in meritorious cases, and if to the 
list of infectious diseases was added that of Tuberculosis, is suf- 
ficient in scope for our present needs. 

STATE BOARD OF HEALTH. 

In view of the near approach of cholera to our shores and the 
necessity for the formulation of quarantine regulations between 
the Slates and on the frontier, I instructed the State Board of 
Health to attend the meetings of the National Board, and also 
to confer with the United States Government Authorities re- 
garding this matter, with the view of establishing such Tegfula- 
tions as were found necessary, in order that the State might be 
prepared for any emergency. 

It is pleasant to know that the crisis passed without calling 
for any unusual measures on our part. 

VERMONT NATIONAL GUARD. 

Early in my administration I conferred with the War Depart- 
ment relative to the sending of an officer to this State, to remain 
with the troops for the purpose of systematizing the drill and 
regulations strictly in accordance with the customs and require- 
ments of the United States Army, so far as it was practicable, 
and for the increased efficiency of the service. I am pleased to 
say that the government met the proposition very warmly, and 
detailed Capt. H. E. Tutherly, rst Cavalry. He was assigned 
to duty on the Sta£E as Assistant Inspector-General. 
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In order to increase the efficiency of the ist resfiment ,it be- 
came necessary to disband one company and raise a new one in 
its place. This was done after much thought, and was with the 
approval of all the officers of the Military Department. 

I believe that the National Guard has reached the highest 
point of efficiency during my connection with it. The com- 
panies come to camp well drilled, bnt imder the new regulations 
the problem of securing practical experience for the field officers 
becomes a serious question. 

To test the matter I gave permission for one battalion to 
rendevous at Montpelier, at tiieir own expense, at the June 
drill. Were it not for the increased expense I would advise 
this for all, but having due regard for economy I am satisfied 
that the matter can best be reached and the efficiency of the 
service increased at the least possible expense, by the securing 
of a permanent camp-ground not too remote from the new 
military post near Essex J unction, but entirely separate from it. 

The raising of mobs in different sections of the country, 
styling themselves armies, under different names, and attempt- 
ing to march from their rendevous to the capitol of the nation, 
was a proceeding so foreign to all good government, and full of 
danger that it naturally became a source of great anxiety to 
those whose duty it is to keep in efficient condition the military 
forces of the country. It was learned that among the schemes 
of these anarchistic elements was one for the removal of promin- 
ent officials, and enacting upon American soil the dramatic 
scenes so recently enacted in Prance. By taking advantage of 
the unrest that had settled over the country, all sorts of schem- 
ers came to the surface, and for a while the wild talk of the 
communist, the dangerous deeds of the anarchist, and influence 
of the impracticable agitator held sway. 

Not knowing how far the disturbances might spread, I caused 
the troops to be put into condition to move at an hour's notice, 
and advised the general government of our numbers and 
efficient condition, and readiness to move. Happily, however, 
the disorders were suppressed before they reached the east and 
we were not called upon for active service. 

If any one will take pains to examine the names of these 
agitators and disturbers of public peace, and introducers of dis- 
cord in the land, he will be amazed at the strangeness of their 
names, and their dissimilarity with those that indicate Ameri* 
can citizenship. It is said by some of the authorities that the 
leaders of these movements are rarely American citizens; and 
it is also the opinion of many who have given attention to the 
matter, that this country is, at the present time, receiving the

criminal classes that are being driven from other shores. Un- 
less something is done to aiTest this state of affairs there 
must be fought out upon American soil a great social problem 
with the irresponsible foreign criminal element, who, although 
with us, are not of us. Therefore it becomes important tlmt 
the Congress of the United States, which is invested with the 
power, should enact suitable laws for the protection of the 
States from the introduction of tlie unsafe element, now no 
Ioniser tolerated at liberty in civilized countries, and making 
certain that those who come to live with us, are people with 
good intentions, who will be helpers and not disturbers of 
society, 

FORT ETHAN ALLEN. 

It is a matter of unusual importance, that the national gov- 
ernment should have established near important railroad con- 
nections adjacent to the frontier, and in our own State, an 
important military post. This new station has been completed 
and is already occupied by United States soldiers. 

It being the first and only Military Post in the State, I direct- 
ed the Adjutant-General to extend to the troops on their arrival 
the greetings of the State and a hearty welcome to our hills 
and valleys, as well as to our homes and hearts. 

A splendid illustration of the best type of the foot soldier of 
the regular army was seen in the company of regulars at the 

muster at Brattleboro in August, and the mounted troops now 
at the Port will be an added illustration of another branch of 
the service attracting our admiration and heightening our 
respect. 

PROHIBITORY LAW. 

The repcjrt of the officers of the House of Correction show 
that the cuiinuitments to that institution iiave increased from 
338 for the biennial period ending 1884, to 808 for the biennial 
period ending 1894. In attempting to account for this increase 
of crime the Superintendent of the House of Correction points 
to the rigid enforcement of the Prohibitory Law as an impor- 
tant element. In 1884 there was committed under the pro- 
visions of the liquor law 162, while in 1894 that number was 
swelled to 513. For larceny and bnrirlriry the number of 
commitments has increased from 50 to 60. Trampmg, how- 
ever, has increased from 50 to 145. All other offences have 
increased from 66 to 90. 

While other crimes were not substantially increasinir con- 
sidering the disturbed state of tlie country and the large number 
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of men who were idle and tramping, it was apparent, that some- 
thing abnormal was at work producing this increasing criminal 
population. The suggestion that the vigorous enforcement of 
the law was the active element, caused me to make inquiries 
and institute investigations. 

The statistics of the House of Correction further show that 
two counties in the State furnish fifty percent, of the prisoners; 
three counties seventy-five per cent. ; six counties eighty-s"ven 
per cent. ; while the remaining eight counties furnish thirteen 
per cent. One-quarter of the prisoners are sentenced for less 
than one month, and five eiguiiis for less than three months. 
Fifty-seven of the piisoners have been committed three times to 
the House of Correction; thirty-eight four times; eighteen five 
times; running along to one who has been committed seventeen 
times. 

In pursuing this investigation with a view if possible of ascer- 
taining the actual state of affairs as prominent people understood 
it in the different localities, and the condition of public senti* 
ment in the various towns of the State, I prepared a circular let- 
ter of inquiry, and mailed one thousand copies to prominent peo- 
ple equally in each town. Replies have been received from 
every town in the State, and more than 8oo in number in all. 

The replies, received from fifty per cent, of all the towns in 
the State, are unanimous that there is no liquor illegally sold in 
those towns. 

The replies received from thirty-two per cent, of all the towns 
in the State are divided, but a careful study of the replies would 
seem to indicate that there was but very little, if any liquor sold, 

and in most cases they are mere conjectures, so that for the pur- 
pose of this discussion it is not unfair to add these to the first 

series of replies, making eighty-two per cent, of the towns in 
the State from which the liquor traihc has practically been driven 
out. 

The replies, from eighteen per cent, of all the towns in the 
State, are unanimous that there is illegal liquor selling in those 
towns, 

A comparison of this eighteen per cent., with the commit- 
ments to the House of Correction, show a very close family re- 
lation 

More than, seven hundred in number of the replies indicate a 
favorable public sentiment to the support of public officials in 
the enforcement of the law, while very few express an adverse 
public sentiment, and those only in localities where liquor is 
freely sold. 

The law as at present enforced is increasing the criminal 
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population with alarming rapidity. Three hundred and twenty- 
seven of the inmates of the House of Correction are the poor 
victims guilty of intoxication, while tiie seller and the landlord 
are not so thoroughly reached. If you wish to stop this rapid 
increase of the criminal class, the time has come when the liq* 
uor seller, the great source of the evil, must be more effectually 
got at. Already the law hits him, he openly pleads guilty to 
the number of his offences, receives his sentence, takes an ap- 
peal and escapes. 

The way to break up this abuse is to pass a law disallowing 
appeals on a plea of guilty in liquor cases. Such a statute 
would be analogous to the statute which does not allow appeals 
in civil cases, on default, or confession of judgment. 

The landlord can be reached by making the owner of the 
premises adjudged a nuisance, a party, and requiring a bund 
from him. These blows must be struck if the battle of Prohibi- 
tion is to be fully won, and the remaining towns in the State 
now suffering under this curse, enabled to take their place in 
the column of towns from which the saloon has practically been 
driven out. 

SPECIAL PROSECUTORS. 

Eleven officers of this class have been appointed. They are 
useful officials in some localities, and if the appointment instead 
of being mandatory was discretionary with the Governor, there 
would be little to complain of. I think that the work of this 
officer is greatly misunderstood. If he is able, energetic and 
discreet, he can accomplish much good, but there is reason to 
believe that in some cases he is nsed by the liquor interests to 
promote their traffic, while, on the other hand, the liquor deal- 
er retaliates by alleging that the officers use it for selfish and 
mercenary purposes. Out of 897 cases reported to me by these 
officers, 842 were liquor cases, and 55 for other offences. The 
reports do not show that more than eighteen of the. total num- 
ber ever reached the House of Correction. 

In the granting of charters to cities, they ought to be com- 
pelled to furnish adequate police, with sufficient legal staff to 
properly enforce the laws, without special assistance from the 
State. Not being satisfied with the condition of affairs in the 
City of Rutland, I accepted the resignation of one Special Pros* 
ecutor and cancelled the appointment of another, giving proper 
notice to the city officials and the State's Attorney. This will 
afford the citizens of that place an opportimity of judging as to 
the relative merits of the two systems. 
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VILLAGE CHARTERS. 

There should be a general law defining the rights, duties and 
privileges of villages, and the duties of their officers. There 
are a large number of chartered villages in the State, no two of 
them alike ; a question arises and the court decides it as to one 
charter; it throws no light upon any other. It is now as if 
there were a special law for each town and every railroad — no 
two alike — but g-encral laws have been passed for towns and 
railroads and many other corporations. 

The constant cry is that the expenses of the courts, or litiga- 
tion, is increasing, but the Legislature goes on year after year 
gpranting special charters upon the same general subjects, so 
widely different, that the settlement of a question, or the deter- 
mining of a ng"ht or power by the court under one charter, is 
of no force, and settles nothing as to another special charter 
having diiierent provisions. 

This is one of the greatest legal embroglios in the statutes. 

On account of the increasing- loss by fire, there is a demand 
for a State Fire Marshal, and for a general law regulating the 
construction of buildings in incorporated villages. 

INSURANCE COMMISSIONERS. 

Additional power should be given the Insurance Commis- 
sioners, to enable them to enforce equal requirements relating 
to home, and foreign, Insurance Companies doing business in 
this State. 

SAVINGS BANKS. 

During the year 1893 the country suffered from a financial 
panic which has been followed by a serious industrial disturb- 
ance, and it is a source of congratulation that through all the 
misfortunes that have overtaken the country, our own banks 
have met all demands upon them, strengthening their posi- 
tion, and at the close of the biennial period, the increase in the 
number of depositors was 3, 1 2 4, and the increase in the amount of 
their deposits $479*209.23, with a total deposit of $23,628,516.44. 

By reference to the last page of the editorial part of the re- 
port of the Inspector of Finance it will be seen tiiat he makes 
reference to the fact that whenever the business of a savings 
bank has been carried on in the same office with a national bank, 
the examination of such bank has been made at the same time 
that the National Bank Commissioner has examined the nation- 
al bank as contemplated by law. These two kinds of institu- 
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tions are so different in their charter provisions, and call for 
such different management, that great responsibility is thrown 
upon the officers and the Inspector of Finance. 

It has been brono^ht to my attention tnat several of the sav- 
ings banks of the State have incorporated into their business a 
reg-ular bankin<; department like unto the business of a national 
bank, assuming all the risks and responsibilities of banks of dis- 
count, and affording their customers all the conveniences which 
this class of commercial transactions require. I do not under- 
stand that the general law, or the charter provisions of savings 
banks, grant them any legal right to do this. Trust companies 
may and do transact this class of business, because their charters 
grant them such provisions, and the capital stock of the com- 
pany is the financial security that is a prominent element in 
giving the bank its standing-; but a savings bank has no capital. 
The trustees who authorize or permit this business, without 
doubt, make themselves personally liable. 

In has never seemed to me the right thing for a corporation to 
extend its business beyond the provisions of its charter. A part 
of the great unrest of the day grows out of what is termed the 
"greed of corporations." Tt becomes therefore the duty of the 
Legislature to determine whether these savings banks may take 
on this de]xirtment of business or not, and if so, to provide 
specific means bv which it mav be done and conducted, and ar- 
ranging for its complete separation from the ordinary savings 
bank deposits, and not allow the regular savings to become 
mingled with or subject to, the risks that always attend the 
daily transactions of commercial life. 

The provision in the law which allows people residing with- 
out the State to come here and orgfanize vState banks was taken 
advantage of last year by some sharpers living in the City of 
New York, who organized a State bank at Barton, and under- 
took to use the fair name of this State to perpetrate a swindle 
upon the unsuspecting public, by the issuing of checks, drafts, 
letters of credit, certificates of deposits, and without any actual 
capital enter into a regn^lar banking business. At the hour ap- 
pointed for it to commence business, the State Inspector of Fi- 
nance was the first man to cross the threshold of the bank, and 
to institute an inspection, wliich was followed immediately by 
taking full possession and later by applying to the Supreme 
Court for an injunction, which has been followed by a complete 
winding tip and blotting out of the fraud. The State's Attorney 
of the County caused the arrest and indictment of the leading 
party in this scheme, who is now under bonds awaiting trial. 
I gave permission to the Inspector of Finance to engage such 
counsel as was necessary to protect the interests of the State. 
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That provision of law makinc^ it possible for outside parties 
to commit this species of fraud should be amended. 

BOUNDARY LINE COxM MISSION. 

Under the act to establish boundary line monuments between 
Massachusetts and Vermont. T appointed Hon. Kittredge Ras- 
kins, Hon. Lavant M. Reed and lion. James K. Batchelder as 
such commissioners, who have attended to the work, which has 
proven to be more extensive and important than was at first 
understood to be the case, and which is still in progress; but the 
work has been in able and safe hands, and the preliminary 
report of their doings will be laid before you. 

REVISION OF STATUTES. 

Under the act of 189:2 which called for a revision of the public 
statutes and for the appointment of three commissioners to 
perform the work, in accordance with what seemed' to be the 

imanimons opinion of the Bar, I tendered the appointment of 
First Commissioner to Hon. W. B. C. Sticknev, who indicated 
his willingness to undertake the work, but a serious illness 
ultimately caused him to decline the appointment. Whereupon 
I appointed Hon. Alfred A. Hall, Hon. Philip K. Gleed and 
Hon. Orion M. Barber. 

These gentlemen have imdertaken the work with great zeal. 
They have had as an assistant for a short period, Mr Ashton 
R. Willard, who was assistant to the revision commissioners of 
1880. The volume of work called for by this revision I am ad- 
vised is largely in excess of the former revision ; its examination 
and completion will be the greater labor of this session. In the 
consideration of the many questions that will arise great skill,, 
careful study, as well as critical examination will be required. 
Those who have seen the work represent it as being well per- 
formed. 

The attention of the Commissioners has been called to various 
changes in the laws that will be reconunended by the different 
State officers, and they will embody in their report to you the 
result of their examination of this subject, whidi I trust will be 
a large contribution towards completing the work that is given 
you to do. 

COLUMBIAN EXPOSITION. 

The arrangements made by previous Legislatures to provide 
for a representation of Vermont Interests at the World's Colum- ^ 
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bian Exposition is fully set forth in the report of the Commis- 
sioners. The exhibits sent from the State ranked hig"h in qual- 
ity and received distinguished recognition from the Jury of 
awards. 

The biennial term has been somewhat notable for the many 
demands of a semi-social and educational character that have 
been made upuu Llie Governur and his Staff as official represen- 
tatives of the State. My own publicly expressed obligations 
and thanks are due and ^re hereby expressed to the gentlemen 
comprising the Staff, for the hearty response to all calls made 
upon them, and the generous willingness with which they have 
journeyed in all directions, at their own personal expense of 
time and money, that the State might be worthily represented 
in the many public events that have marked the period. 

It is not requisite that any specific mention should be made of 
more than one or two of these events. Among the most notable 
was that of the Columbian Exposition at Chicago, to wliich re- 
ference has already been made, at which the Executive and 
other State officials sou^^ht to express the interest of our people 
in that gigantic enterprise which so fittingly commemorated the 
4both anniversary of the landing of Columbus. On the loth of 
May, 1893, in the presence of a large number of loyal Vermont- 
ers and others, there was dedicated, with appropriate exercises, 
the structure that was used during the life of the Exposition, as 
the rallying point for the Sons and Daughter^ of Vermont, 
Amid the splendid array of buildings, wonderful for their vast- 
ncss and architectural beauty, Vermont may indulge the justifia- 
ble pride that its own State building, designed by one of its own 
talented sons, while neither so lar<jfe or pretentious as many of 
the other buildings, was surpassed by none in the classic purity 
of its architecture, and the commendatory words spoken concern- 
ing it by distinguished architects and artists. 

Upon the request of the Governor of California, I appointed 
several gentlemen as Honorary Commissioners to represent the 
State at the Mid- Winter Fair held in California, and in response 
to a most urgent invitation from the authorities of the Fair, and 
the repeated solicitation of three thousand loyal Vermont resi- 
dents upon the Pacific slope, I was preseui m San Francisco to 
assist in a proper representation of the State on "Vermont 
Day," March 3d, 1894. 

The honors everywhere accorded on that journey to the rep- 
resentatives of the State, revealed Liic loyalty of the Sons and 
Daughters of Vermont to the mother commonwealth, and the 
honor in which the Green Mountain State is everywhere held 
for the sturdy manhood that is developed among its rugged 
hills and which has gone forth to enrich in largest measure, 
other communities of the land. 
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One of the most pleasant features of the oiOicial term has 
been the numerous opportunities of meeting with the Vermont 
Societies in various parts of the country'. Into these societies 
is gathered the sturdy manhood and high souled womanhood 
which has been flowing from our highlands everywhere, into 
the life of the nation and which has been one of the most 
beneficent agencies in the development of the political, social, 
and religions life of our nation. Into the gatherings of these 
societies come, from time to time, these loyal Sons and Daugh- 
ters of Vermont, and, under the enchantment of memory they 
forget their years and their burdens, their cares and their bust- 
ling activities, and while thinking reverently of the dead and 
lovingly of the living, they rekindle their patriotic zeal, as they 
recall the scenes of the old Green Mountain State, and the haP 
lowed memory and teachings of the fathers. 

These Sons and Daughters of Vermont who have gone forth 
and are scattered through our broad continent, as they look lov- 
ingly back to their mother commonwealth, realize that the real 
strength and grandeur of a State does not depend upon the 

evidences it can show of vast and material prosperity, or wealth 
of population, iJut that these elements reside rather in the spirit 

of the people, that prevents its communities from being de- 
moraHzed by corniption, and keep from it that spirit of specula- 
tion that works havoc in its business relations, and drives away 
the unbelief that undermines the faith of its people, and pre- 
serx cs, equally and well, the rights of all. 

The past history of our own State is teeming with the record 
of great blessings that have been enjoyed ; doubtless there are 

vaster blessings for our State in the days yet before it, since the 
future is in the keeping of the same Almighty One who was the 
Helper of our fathers in the past, and who is their loyal child- 
ren's reliance in the present. 

The Governor having concluded the reading of his message^ 
withdrew, and the Joint Assembly dissolved.

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Senator Lyman, of Chittenden County, oflfered the following 
resolution: 

Rcsoli'cd, That a committee of this Joint Assembly, consist- 
ing" of one Senator and two members of the House of Represen- 
tatives, be ai)i)ointcd by the President to wait upon the Governor- 
elect and iiiiui in him of his election, and that the Joint Assembly 
is in session and ready to receive any communication he may be 
disposed to make. 

Which was read and adopted, and the President appointed as 
such committee Senator Lyman, of Chittenden County, Mr. 
Lord, of Montpelier, and Mr. Bingham, of Bennington. The 
committee subsequently appeared within the bar of the Joint 
Assembly accompanied by the Governor elect, and announced 
that they had fidfilied the duties of their appointment, and that 
the Governor elect accepted the office to which he had been 
elected, and that he then proposed to receive and subscribe to 
the oath of office.

MESSAGE. 
* 

Gentlemen of the Senate and House of Representatives: 

Pursuant to the provisions of the Constitution we, the stew- 
ards and servants of the people, have assembled here to perform 
the several duties wliicli are therein prescribed for us. If we 
have an adequate conception of our oblig^ations to our fellow 
citizens it will be shown by wise leofislation ui tlieir behalf. We 
meet under circumstances which call for great thankfulness. 
Durin^^ the past two years the people of our beloved State have 
been spared from wasting pestilence, from the ravages of fire 
and flood and other providential inflictions. The labors of our 
people have been fairly rewarded and contentment and plenty 
are in our homes. We have been largely spared the sufferings 
with which many of the people of our sister States have been 
afflicted; snffcrin<^s which ^s^cre cansei largely by a threatened 
and hnally accomplished change in our X:i'ional industrial 
policy. It is my duty as well as my privile - e to brini^ to your 
attention matters which are important for your consideration. 
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The reports of the several officers and boards are comprehen- 
sive and' complete, and I think it would be a wearisome and 
useless repetition for me to detail to you what they show. I 
have made a few deductions from the Treasurer's and Auditor's 
Reports which may be of interest and value to you. 

FINANCES. 

The report of the Treasurer shows that the State is as usual 
in a i,^ood finaucial condition. Its only funded liability is the 
Agricultural College fund represented by registered bonds of

If our Grand List is as large as that of 1893, . 1,751,745.23 
a tax of 15 cents in addition to the corporation taxes ought to pay 
the expenses of the State for the next biennial term including 
the special appropriations which I have hereinafter recommend- 
ed. 

The expenses of the State are controlled largely by the 
Legislative Branch of the Government. The Executive is 
directed by the Constitution to see that the laws are faithfully 
executed and it is his duty to control the expenditures within 

the limits of law. He can also have influence as to the expendi- 
tures of the various institutions, commissions, etc. , but however 
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much he may or can do the responsibility rests mainly, as it 
was intended by the fathers who framed our wise Constitution, 
with the legislative branch. 

TAXATION, 

The report of the Tax Commissioner indicates that the cor- 
porations jjencrally have very promptly and willingly paid their 
taxes. Our system of taxation is probably as nearly equitable 
as it can be made at present. The amount of corporation taxes 
collected has constantly increased during the ten years the law 

has been in force, from $186,698.51 

In 1883, to . . . , . 343,090.54 

In 1893. These taxes, with the 'license taxes, fur- 
nished the last biennial term, 72^^ percent, or 692,151.18 
of the money raised for State expenses. 
The State tax of 15 cents, yielded 27^ per cent., or 261,000.00 
Of the corporation taxes the savings banks paid 

38-jSg. per cent, or 268,916.16 

The railroad corporations paid 31^ per cent, or . 220,034.47 

The trust companies paid 12^^- per cent., or . . 85,632.46 

Life and fire insurance companies and other corpor- 
ations, 171-^ per cent, or .... 117,568.09- 

I believe that no ])ersonal property in the vState pays a greater 
tax than do the funds of savings banks and trust companies. 
No attempt is made at concealment and every dollar is taxed, 

SAVINGS BANKS AND TRUST COMPANIES. 

It will be seen by the report of the Inspector of Finance that 
our savings banks and trust companies are in a healthy condi- 
tion. It is a source of great satisfaction that during the financial 

panic of '93, which caused the suspension and ruin of so many 
banking institutions in the United States, that not one of our sav- 
ings banks and trust companies were seriously injured. They 
stood the test completely, which may be attributed to the wise laws 
by which they are (governed, the integrity and wisdom of their 
managers, the wise counsel of the Inspector, and the common 
sense of a majority of the depositors. Althoupfh there was 
$1,329,304 witadrawn from them in July and August, 1893, it 
has all been returned and with it $703,920.77 more, making on 
deposit, July ist, 1894, $27,966,855.46, with total resources of 
$30,512,449. 

I do not think it wise to make many, if any, changes in the 
law pertaining- to these corporations. The interests of the peo- 
ple seem to be well guarded and permanency in laws is always 
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desirable. I will say however, that it will be unwise and un- 
profitable to miiliiply savings banks and trust companies in the 
State. In most sections the ground is well covered now. 

STATE auditor's REPORT. 

I invite your attention to the comprehensive report of the 
State Auditor. It discloses to whom the money which has been 
raised by taxation has been paid, and it will be a help to you in 
correcting any abuses that may exist. 

You will notice that Court expenses are increasing quite ma- 
terially. It will be your duty to inquire into the reason of these 
increased expenditures and ascertain whether any changes in 
our existing laws are necessary to reduce them and still do jus- 
tice to the Officers of the Court and other interested parties. 

STATE PRISON AND HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 

The report of the Directors of the State Prison and House of 
Correction shows a prospenms financial condition of these in- 
stitutions. During" the last biennial term the Directors of the 
House of Correction have made quite extensive repairs and 
alterations in that institution, which were not contemplated at 
the close of the session of the Legislature of '92. From quite a 
thorough examination which I have made of this institution I 
am of the opinion that the directors were justified in making 
the alterations and additions they have. I do not well see how 
they could have done otherwise under the circumstances. The 
institution is now entirely inadequate for the proper custody 
and care of its inmates. More cell room is imperatively de- 
manded. The number of inmates has increased so materially 
that the cell room is now but little over one-half of what is 
required. It is to be deplored that but little reformatory work 
is being done on account of the crowded condition of the insti- 
tution. 

The Directf)rs and Superintendent are evidently men of good 
business capacity and are conducting the institution upon busi- 
ness principles. 

KEFORiSi SCHOOL. 

The report of the Trustees and Superintendent ui tiie Keiui iii 
School will furnish you a complete history of this institution for 
the last biennial term. They appear to have discharged their 
duties with fidelity and ability. The school is doing a good 
conscientious work for the boys and girls committed to it, and 
the results are highly beneficial. The cost of maintenance is 
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large, and may be thout^ht unnecessarily so, but an inspection 
of the work being done and an examination of the expenditures 
do not disclose any extravagance. The value to the State and 
to the individual in bringing many of these boys and girls into 
respectable citizenship is worth the cost it involves. The State 
Board of Health have condemned the system of sewerage and 
it should be remodeled to prevent unfavorable results. A 
great saving of fuel could be made by enlarging the boiler 
capacity of the heating apparatus. 

BRATTLEBORO RETREAT. 

The report of the Board of vSupervisors of the Insane shows 
Liiat the insane of the State are properly cared for both in the 
Brattleboro Retreat and the Vermont State Asylum. The only 
question in connection with the Brattleboro Retreat is whether 
the price which the State now pays for the care of the insane in 
that institution should not be decreased. Considering the rela- 
tion the State bears to this institution and its present strong 
financial condition and the material decrease in cost of supplies, 
it may be well for you to inquire if the cost to the State cannot 
be equitably reduced. 

VERMONT ASYLUM FOR INSANE. 

I commend to your careful perusal the report of the Trustees 
and Superintendent of this institution. This report fully sets 
forth its condition and needs. I ^ink that it would be wise to 
make an appropriation of $100,000 for the construction of a new 
wing and putting in heating and lighting apparatus and furnish- 
ings. The benefits to be derived from this enlargement are 
great. The administration building, which includes the chapel 
and kitchen — and the laundry, the steam plant and electric 
light plant are sufficient for the use of the enlarged structure. 
It would accommodate two hundred more patients and, from 
the information I have obtained from the Superintendent, I 
estimate that the cost per week per person of keeping these two 
hundred additional patients would not exceed $1.75. This 
would be about i^fi.is P^^ week less than the cost of keeping the 
present patients. This is $3.00 per week per patient less than 
the State is paying the Brattleboro Retreat. This would make 
a total saving of $400 per week or $20,800 per annum to the 
State by transferring two hundred people from the Brattleboro 
Retreat. Should you think it wise to appropriate all that the 
Trustees recommend, all the patients could be moved from 
Brattleboro and the saving increased to $26,000 or more per 
annum. 

This appropriation would require a tax of about six cents or 
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three cents each year for this biennial term. I beUeve it would 
be true economy, as well as humanity, to do the work. Al- 
though we could hire the money at about 3^ per cent., I cannot 
advise doing so, believing" we are able to pay as we go. 

The Trustees and Superintendent are performing their duties 
ably and faithfully. 

STATE BOARD OF HEALTH. 

The report of this Board indicates that it has done a large 
amount of important work during the last two years, which 
should be continued. 

RAILROADS. 

The able and interesting report of the Railroad Commission- 
ers shows among other things that the physical condition of the 
railroads in this State is excellent in the main. The railroads 
have suffered severely during the past eighteen months on ac- 
count of the general depression in the business of the country, 
and it is much to their credit that they have not materially les- 
sened their service to the public during these trying times. 

Railroad corporations are the creation of the State and prop« 
erly may bb supervised by it, but they are intimately connected 
with our business prosperity and are necessary for our conven- 
ience, and, so long as they properly perform their duty to the 
people, should be looked upon with favor. When they do not 
they shotdd be corrected and controlled. 

FISH AND GAM£. 

I invite your attention to the comprehensive report of the 
Commissioners of Fisheries and Game for a detailed account of 
tiieir work and its needs. The establishment of a Fish Hatchery 
by the State as well as one by the United States, coupled with 
the energetic efforts of the Commissioners of Fisheries and 
Game, and of the Fish and G^me League, have excited an in- 
terest which is not confined to this State. I am confident that 
in the near future the results of their work will be of great fi- 
nancial value to us. Good hunting and fishing are great attrac- 
tions for people m the large cities and are appreciated by many 
of our own citizens. I believe this work deserves encourage- 
ment within reasonable limits. 

soldier's home. 

This institution is a monument to the patriotic generosity of 
the people of Vermont. From 1861 until the present time the 
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peo])lc of this State have never been found wanting in generosity 
to those who risked their lives in defence of the Union and for 
the honor of Vermont. This institution is in fact a " Home" 
for veteraub who are witliout homes elsewhere. The expendi- 
tures are necessarily quite large, but are not extravagant, and 
are closely scrutinized by the competent and faithful President 
and other members of the Board of Trustees, who serve without 
compensation. For a detailed account of this institution and its 
future requirements I refer you to the report of the Trustees, 
which will soon be placed before you. 

NATIONAL GUARD. 

Our regiment of Militia and Light Battery, or National Guard 
as it is called, exists by virtue of the ret{uirenients of our Con- 
stitution. The report of the Adjutant and Inspector-( General, 
and the very able and eomprehensive report of Captain H. K. 
Tutherly, U. S. A., to the War Department, show that the 
National Guard is in excellent condition. It is well officered and 
deserves your favor. Every member of it is rendering patriotic 
service and practically without compensation. * I commend to 
your consideration the recommendations of the Adjutant-Gen- 
eral that a permanent camp be established near Fort Ethan 
Allen. This would be an economical measure, and it seems to me 
greatly conducive to the efficiency of the National Guard, which 
is the paramount object to be borne in mind. If it can be done, 
1 advise that existing law^s be changed so that my successors in 
office will have the privilege of appointing the Adjutant and In- 
spector-General, the Quartermaster-General and the Judge-Ad- 
vocate-General. The Governor is commander-in-chief of the 
forces of the State, and should have the privilege of appointing 
all of his staff officers. This is the method adopted in many, if 
not all other States. 

Since the last biennial session the United States Government 
has established a Military Post upon land ceded to them by this 
State, near Winooski and Essex Junction. This establishment 
will be of much benefit to onr State in many ways. The loca- 
te -i of this post, called Fort Ethan Allen, in Vermont, was 
obtained largely through the efforts of Senator Redfield Proctor. 

EDUCATION. 

Education is the basis of the morality, happiness and pros- 
perity of a people, and consequently is of the first importance 
to the vState. While the present school law may need some 
amendments, the consensus of opinion seems to be that it is the 
best law we have had, and the best adapted to this age. I think 
it should have a thorough trial before its essential features are 
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changed. The normal schools appear to be doing their work in 
. the usual satisfactory manner, though I think it would be very 
desirable and much less expensive if we had but one school of 
the proper proportions. The report of the State Superintend- 
ent indicates activity and honest effort in his work. 

OUR COLLEGES. 

The University of Vermont and State Agricultural College is 
constantly increasing its, advantages for students of all classes, 
and the educational and agricultural interests of the State are 
being more benefited by its work than ever before. The in- 
fluence of the agricultural department is being manifested in 
many lines. I think the time has passed for severe criticisms 
as to its usefulness. 

The Norwich University and Middlebury College are both 
extending their spheres of usefulness. All of these institutions 
deserve your continued favor. 

BOARD OF AGRICULTURE. 

The Board of Agriculture and the Dairymen's Association 
are each performing a good work in tiieir spheres. The bene- 
fits of these organizations are manifested by the increased value 
of the products of agriculture and the dairy, and are deserving 
of continued moral and financial support. 

THE MARY FLETCHER HOSPITAL. 

This institution, located in Burlington, is doing a most benefi- 
cent and great work for suffering humanity. The report of the 
Trustees which will he ]ilaccd before you shows that they treat- 
ed 664 patients during the last year, of which 65 per cent, were 
charity patients, reckoned by the length of time they were in 
the institution. The paying patients, however, did not pay the 
cost of their care into §2.65 per week, each. The whole income 
of this institution is dedicated to the relief of suffering human* 
ity, and it is managed by able and benevolent men. 

' FIRE MARSHAL. 

Insurance men of this State desire the office of Fire Marshal 
to be created, who.se duty it shall be to investigate the causes of 
fire so that punishment may be meted out to incendiaries. 
They claim where this method has been adopted in other Stales 
losses by fire have been materially decreased. This result 
would not only benefit the insurance companies but every per- 
son who insures property, as the cost of insurance is based upon 
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fonner losses. The expenses of this office^ if created^ should, I 
think, be borne largely or entirely by the insurance companies. 

THE AUSTRALIAN BALLUi. 

Considerable dissatisfaction is beini'' manifested at the work- 
mg of this sytcm of voting. It is claimed by many of our citi- 
zens that the system is too elaborate and expensive and quite un- 
necessary for such a State as Vermont. There is a manifest 
disinclination upon the part of quite a large per cent, of voters 
to be subjected tp the requirements of this system of voting. 
From representations made to me I am inclined to believe that 
from five to ten per cent of the voters of the State are practical- 
ly disfranchised by reason of their disinclination to submit to 
such an elaborate system. I think that no one, however intelli- 
gent, goes into a booth to vote without experiencing some tre- 
pidation for fear that he will make a mistake. 

I recommend that you investigate these causes of complaint 
and decide whether ttie law should not be less modified. I will 
only bring to your attention one out of many of the modifications 
of the law proposed to me. It is suggested that ballots be 

prepared as now, but detached from each other, leaving off the 
square at the top and placed in the booth. The voter could then 
go into a booth and select and use the ballot as prepared, or pre- 
pare a ballot to suit him; he could erase names from the ballot 
as prepared and insert other names if he chose. Inspectors 
could see that only one ballot of each kind was deposited and the 
secrecy of the ballot and freedom of the voter would not be 
destroyed. 

OUR FORESTS. 

The owners of timber lands in our State are pursuing a ruin- 
ous policy in the method used in harvesting their timber. There 
IS no more valuable crop produced from land than timber, espec- 
ially spruce timber. By the preservation of spruce trees of ten 

' inches in diameter and imder, when the large timber is cut, a 
good crop can be cut every fifteen yeard, at least Every dec- 
ade will see timber more valuable, and it is of great importance to 
the owners of timber lands, as well as to the State as a who le — 

' for what increases the wealth of a class increases the wealth of 
the State — that some measiire should be adopted to lessen the 
wanton destruction of our forest. The value of our water pow- 
ers and the attractiveness of oiir scenery, and preservation of 
"game and fish also call for reform. I invite your earnest atten- 
tion to this subject. 
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GOOD ROADS. 

I thoroughly believe in good roads. They arc necessary for 
the comfort and profit of owr citizens, and as a means to attract 
to us people from other States. I do not feel sure that the five 
per cent. State tax has been wisely expended.. In most towns 
it has been put to the same uses as the town highway tax, and 
in many cases the towns have raised five per cent, less lax tiian 
they would had they not received the State tax. Many believe 
that the distribution of the tax is unjust and think that each 
county should have the benefit of the tax levied upon it. 

Tiiere does not seem to be any good reason wii) a county in 
one part of the State should send several thousand dollars per 
annum into a county in another part. If the county plan of dis- 
tribution were adopted the money raised should be expended, 

in my opinion, in what would be called permanent improve- 
ments, under the directions of a Commission composed of say 
one from each town in the county. Addison, Bennington, Cal- 
edonia. Franklin and Washington Counties would not be mate- 
rially aitected by the change. Chittenden and Rtitland Counties 
would be benefited, while Essex, Lamoille, Grand Isle, Orange, 
Orleans, Windsor and Windham would suffer loss 

Each poimtv is particularly interested in good roads in its 
own county, but only interested in a general way in the roads 
of other counties. The large towns in the several counties are 
interested in having good roads in the small towns, as the trade 
and traffic of small towns are tributarv to them and therefore 
they might in justice be required to bear a share of the burden 
of maintenance of their roads. If. any change in the distribu- 
tion of the tax is made it should be done solely because you 
believe it to be just. 

THE PROHIBITORY LAW. 

For fortv-two vears this law has been one of the most im- 
portant ni our Statutes. It may not have accomplished all that 
its friends hoped, but that it has been a powei^ul instrument 
for the prevention of intemperance and crime during these years 
but few people will deny. The administration of the law, 
especially in larger towns, has been severely criticised of late, 
and it must be confessed that the criticisms are largely justified. 
The friends of the law cannot afford to make light of these 
criticisms; they should frankly admit them and endeavor to 
correct the abuses specified. The law itself is not weak, in that 
it is not severe enough. If I were to recommend any change it 
would not be toward greater severity or more restrictions. 

It is absolutely necessary that there vShoujd be a friendly 
public sentiment to ensure the enforcement of this or any law. 
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Too cfreat severity tends to create adverse sentiment. There is, 
however, no doubt that the sentiment of the people of this State 
is strongly in favor of the present law and its honest enforce- 
ment. If it is ever modified or repealed it will be done by 
temperance men and ni tlie interest of temperance. Some 
people, especially those living in larger towns, seem to be dis- 
couraged becau»^ the law does not absolutely prohibit, but they 
should bear in mind that no law against the commission of crime 
prohibits, but only restricts in proportion to its enforcement. 

The prohibitory law is a stringent, restrictive measure. In 
some other States some other restrictive laws may be better, 
but for our State the present law is unquestionably the best at 
this time. According to the Auditor's report the amount of 
fines and costs paid during the last two years on account of 
violations of the law, exceeded the Court expenses incurred in 
enforcing it by $35,000 per annum. 

REVISED LAWS. 

One of the most important matters that you will be called 
npon to consider, will be the revision of the laws of the State. 
A commission, composed of three eiument lawyers appointed 
under the act of 1892, have spent several months in the work 
assigned to them, and will present their report for your action. 
This work of revision will be one of the most important and 
laborious of the session, and should be commenced at the 
earliest possible moment The committee having it in charge 
should, in my opinion, have no other work to do so that it may 
report to you in a reasonable time. The utmost energ-y will 
have to be used in this work or the session will be prolonged 
and expensive. 

THOMAS CHITTENDEN. 

In the little church-yard in the town of Williston, lie the 
remains of one of the fathers of Vermont, Thomas Chittenden. 

To no one man are we more indebted for the independence and 
formation of this State, than to him. He has been aptly called 
the George Washington of Vermont— the father of Vermont. 
As the first Governor for nineteen years he safely guided the 
affairs of State, and, with the Aliens and others, by his wise 
counsel and statesmanship compelled recocniition by Congress 
and gained for Vermont an enviable standing among the sister- 
hood of States. 

It seems to me that it would be a very proper thinj^ for this 
State to recognize his services and perpetuate his memory by 
erecting over his o^rave a simple but suitable shaft. A Mr. 
Root, formerly a resident of Williston, has recently purchased 
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a half-acre of land suitably located for the erection of the mon- 
ument, and presented it for such use. I sincerely hope you will 
give this subject proper consideration. 

VERMONT. 

It is impossible at this time to predict with accuracy the etiect 
the recent tariff legislation will have upon the prosperity of our 
people, but with free wool and lumber and a material reduction 
of duty upon many of our leading products, no one can feel 
otherwise than apprehensive. I do not wish, however, to take 
a gloomy view of the situation, but believe in laying in a good 
store of courage and hope and faith in the future ot the Repub- 
lic and in the resources of Vermont. There is no better place 
for a Verm outer to invest money than in Vermont. If all our 
people for the next ten years would do what they have not done 
in the past ten years, invest their surplus earnings at home, 
Vermont would teem with new industries and (uir population 
and prosperity would materially increase. I predict that a sub- 
stantial gain in our population will be shown by the next census. 
The western fever is abating. Few if any States in the union 
surjxiss ours in value per acre of the pr(xUicts of the soil, and 
none of equal size surpass us in value of quarries, in value and 
availability of water power, and none in beauty and variety of 
scenery, in purity of politics, in healthfulness of climate, in 
happiness of homes, in morality of people, in bravery of men 
and virtue of \vomen. Being thus happily situated, why should 
not we be content. 

The times admonish us to be very careful, though not par- 
simonious, in appropriations of money for the needs of the State. 

The proper conduct of public affairs and the progress of im- 
provement which will increase the value of property in the State, 
cannot be done without the use of money, but it should be wise- 
ly expended for the good of all people and not for any particular 
person or class of persons. 

Too much legislation is not wise. It is better to do too little 
than too much. As a rule, laws should have age before they 
are changed, so that their true value may be ascertained. With 
a hrm reliance upon Divine favor, without which we cannot 
hope to accomplish anything of permanent value to our beloved 
State, let us enter vigorously upon the work of the Session.
